One day last week the Potentate issued an 
edict suspending Mr. Luce from office for in- 
subordination, an act that will, it is said 
by some of the nobles in this city, 
where the deposed official resides, not 
only create an unusual sensation but be a 
most surprismg bit of news to 27,000 members 
of the order in this country. He is charged 
with repeatedly violating the laws of the Im- 
perial Council, and with flagrant disobedience 
of the orders of the Imperial Putentate. 

Mr. Luce was seen last evening at his resi- 
dence, No, 587 Dearborn avenue, regarding 
the matter, and he said that so far as he was 
concerned it was a good deal of a tempest in a 
teapot. The report received here is that the 
great offense committed by Imperial 
Recorder Luce was the issuance of a 
circular headed “Important: Read 
Carefully!” a copy of which fell into the 
hands of Imperial Potentate Melish of Cin- 
cinnati and so displeased him that he at once 
issued the edict suspending Mr. Lues until the 
next session of the Imperial Council, which 
will be held in Cincinnati June 18 and 14. He 
also appointed Illustrious Noble William H 
Mayo, Freemason’s Hall, St. Louis, Mo.,, to 
act as Imperial Recorder in the meantime. 

Attempt to Force Luce Out of Office. 

Mr. Luce said that the trouble has been 
brewing for several months, and he had no 
hesitancy in asserting that it was due entirely 
to an effort on the part of the Iinperial Po- 
tentate to force him out of the office.® 

But,“ continued Mr. Luce, “he will not 
succeed. I have just returned from a meeting 
of the Imperial Council at Pittsburg, where 
we had the matter under consideration, and it 
was there decided that a special meeting 
should be called to determine whether the 
Imperial Potentate can assume the functions 
of the office of Imperial Recorder and 
official from 
his position. The same elective power 
that made Mr. Melish Potentate also made 
me Recorder, and while he has only been in 


| office since last August I am now serving my 


fourth successive ter as Recorder. 

* Both of us were elected for one year, or 
until our successors are installed, I huve no 
uneasiness as to the outcome of the trouble. 
It is not so very serious; still a large major- 
ity of the Mystic Shriners have made known 
the fact that they think the Imperial Potentate 
has overstepped the boundaries of his author- 
ity in attempting to interfere with the duties 
of the Recorder. 

The charge of insubordination means 
that I entered a protest some time ago both 
in a letter to the Imperial Potentate and in a 
cireular sent to members of the order against 
his conduct in encroaching upon the duties of 
my position. This protest, however, was di- 
rected more particularly against the issuance 
and distribution ofa list of Potentates and Re- 
corders of temples by the Imperial Potentate,

ways has been and still is clearly the duty of 


the Recorder. I wishto say right here that 
Samvel Briggs of Cleveland, for six years the 
Imperial Potentate, and I got along without 
the least bit of friction. The Imperial Coun- 
cil consists of 120 Nobles, representing sixty- 
four different temples. Five can request the 
Imperial Potentate to call a special meetmg 
for the transaction\of special business, I 
know that this request will de made 
in a few days, and ualess he simply overrides 
the by-laws Mr. Melish will have to call the 
meeting and in that meeting the difficulty 
will de brought*to a focus, 

„I think that I am safe in saymg also that 
the Council -will decree that the Imperial 
Potentate not only has no authoritg to inter- 
fere with the duties of the Imperial Recorder, 
but that he had no legal right to 
issue the edict suspending me from office. 
Eighty-four of the 120 members of 
the council have assured me that this is the 
position they will take. Furthermore, we 
will both come up for reélection, probably 
next June, and then the order at large will 
have an opportunity to say which is the better 
officer.”’ 

Mr. Melish maintains that the circular of 
protest issued by Mr. Luce contains false and 
malicious statements, and is an act of gross 
insubordination and disrespect to the Imperial 
Council and the Imperial Potentate. The 
circular had been issued without 
his permission, and the issu- 
ing of circulars or letters to the members of 
thé order by the imperial Recorder, acting as 
such, without the permission of the Imperial 
Potentate is beyond the powers of the Im- 
perial Recorder’s office, and 1s in direct viola- 
tion of an order given him to that effect. 

The Edict and Its Effect. 

The imperial edict of suspension. is ad- 
dressed to the officers of and representatives to 
the Imperial Council and to the potentates, 
officers, and nobles of all the temples of the 
order throughout the country, and is headed 
„Imperial Edict No. 1,“ being the first issued 
by Imperial Potentate Melish since his 
election. At the same time he sent out an 
official circular reauesting all potentates and 
representatives to the Imperial Council to ad- 
dress all communications relating to the 
business of the Ifnperial Recorier’s office to 
the newly appointed Imperial Recorder, 
Noble William H. Mayo, and calling upon all 
potentates who have not forwarded their an- 
nual reports to do so immediately to his ad- 
dress, The circular also says: 

The change made and the transfer of the prop- 
erty of the Imperial, Council may necessitate 
some little delay. It is needless to say that the 
Imperial Potentate, while regretting the neces- 
sity of his edict, regards it as imperative. He will 
submit all the facts and papers in connection with 
the matter to the Imperial Council at its next ses- 
sion for its revision and judgment, 

The Order of the Mystic Shrine is a social 
organization, composed of men prominent in 
business and professional walks of life. It is 
entirely independent of Masonry in its work- 
ings, although none but Masons of the 32° or 
Knights Templar are eligible to membership.

A 
few days ago the oil was quoted at 65 cents per 
gallon at wholesale, that being 8.67 cents for 
each of the 7% pounds in the gallon, This 
scarcity and the consequent high price may 
help to explain the relative strength of the lard 
market compared with that for other hog 
product. In recent years cotton seed oil has 
come into extensive use for mixing with lard 
by the refiners, and latterly it has grown in fa- 
yor for use in the kitchen as a substitute for 
latd. The lessening of supply of the latter is 
but faintly reflected in the fact that the hog 
packing of the West thus far this winter is 
fully 40 per cent short of the record of 4 year 
ago. The average anima) weighs asmaller num- 
ber of pounds now than last winter, and it is well 
known the percentage of lard yield is less for 


s light weight hog than for a heavy one, The 


tendency of ali this should be to raise the 
price of butter, other conditions remaining the 
same. 


DEMOCRATS AND THE PENSION LAWS. 

The Democrats have tried their hand at the 
pension question and accomplished nothing. 
The Committee on Appropriations reported 
back the pension appropriation bill with some 
amendments which met with the approval of 
the Democratic members of the committee. 
They were: That the Pension Bureau be 
turned over to the War Department and man- 
aged by army officers; that the eighteen pen- 
sion agencies be abolished and the number of 
examining doctors be cut down; that non- 
residents and toreigners who were not wound- 
ed or disabied in the service should not draw 
pensions under the law of 1890; that where 
soldiers married subsequent to 1870 their 
widows should not draw pensions, and those 
now an the rolls should be stricken off; that 
no pension should be paid to any person who 
had an income of over $600 or who was not 
wholly disabled for manual labor, and that 
inmates of soldiers’ homes receiving pensions 
and not caring for their dependent families 
should be required to turn over to their fami- 
lies their pensions in excess of $5. 

It will be seen that some of these amend- 
ments, like the one about non-resident for- 
eigners, for instance, are unobjectionable, 
while others, like the one about soldiers’ 
wives, are outrageous, for the majority of the 
soldiers were young men, great numbers of 
whom did not marry until after 1870. Yet 
after two days’ discussion these proposi- 
tions were all voted down in a House where 
the Wemocrats are in an overwhelming ma- 
jority. Democrats like Cummings 6f New 
York and Holman of Indiaza joined with the 
Republicans in attacking the most um portant 
of these amendments. Every one admitted 
that it was very probable there were names on 
the rolle which should not be there, but the 
House could not be induced to accept any of 
the suggestions of the Committee on Appro- 
priations. 

This first experience shows how much diffi- 


| culty the Democrats will have in dealing with 


the pension question when it comes up in the 
next Congress, in both branches of which 
there will be a Democratic majority. In that 
Congress, as in the present.one, there will be 
Democrats who wili be opposed to taking off 
the rolls a solitary name which is on them 
now and who will take the ground that even 
the pension appropriations will begin to 
dwindle in a short time and that even if they 
should run up to two hundred million dollars 
the government can and ought to pay that 
much. 

The tenor of the speeches made last week 
is buch as to make it doubtful whether the 
next Congress will do anything with the pen- 
sion question, urgent as it ia. The new Com- 
missioner of Pensions may not be quite as 
liberal in his interpretation of the laws as the 
present one has been or as his predecessor 
was, hut the reform may stop there. It will 
unless the Democrats can get up amendments 
to the existing laws less objectionable than 
most of those prepared by the Committee on 
Appropriations. 


FARE TO AND FROM THE FAIR. 

The General Passenger Agents of the trans- 
continental railroads are making another 
effort to agree on the rates of fare to 
for trips to and _ trom 
the World’s Fair. They held a meeting last 
week, at which no conclusion was afrived at, 
except the appointment of a committee to 
confer with a similar committee from the 
Western Passenger Association. So far as de- 
veloped the sentiment seems to favor a one 
and one-third rate for the round trip. It is 
quite possible this will be resolved on, and at 
least equally possible such a rate will not be 
adhered to when the companies come to con- 
front actual business, Tun Innern has pre- 
viously cited the experience’ of the transporta- 
tion companies in connection with the 
Centennial celebration in 1876 and the latest 
Exposition at Paris. In each of those cases 
the original determination to insist on rela- 
tively high rates had to bow to the force of 
the important circumstance that the people 
would not pay them in such large numbers as 
expected.. The logic of the situation being 
acknowledged, the people showed their ap- 
preciation of the fact by a generous patronage 
of the lines. So it may be in this instance. 
If it be so the men who now stick out for the 
high rate will feel like cudgeling themselves 
for the folly of not taking warning by the ex- 
amples cited and others that might be ad- 
duced if necessary to prove the point that 
there must be two parties to every such agree- 
ment. The roads cannot compel the public 
to travel at rates which are unattractive. 

It would be much better to admit this now 
than to wait for a demonstration in the shape 
of comparatively poor business durmg the 
Arat few wecks of the Fair. The patronage 
then lost could hardly be regained. To ap- 
nounce this month that passengers will be 
carried both ways at the present cost of a 
single trip would be to induce many now du- 
bious thousands of people to decide they will 
visit Chicago next summer, and make their 
preparations accordingly.

UNJUST LITIGATION SHOULD BE E CHECKED - 

The following paragraph is taken from the 
last recent annual report of Mr, Jenkins, the 
President of the Chicago Law Inatitute: 

In New York City the trial Judge is allowed in 
his discretion to award costs against the defeated 

arty not exceeding 5 per cent of the amount sued 
or in case of an unsuccess 
judgment recovered ina ( 
this statute. in the well- ied 
month of Gray vs. Elliott F. Shepard, the plaintiff 
having failed to recover, the court allowed more 
than $700 costs against him. This case is cited to 
illustrate the common practice ia that State. 
These costs compensate, at least in part, the 
party who may have been unjustly compelled to 
litigate. Astatuto of this nature, affecting liti- 
gation in Chicago. would considerably redhee the 
number of suits, and would stand as a waruing to 
champertous and speculative litigants. 

The practice in Chicago is very different. 


No attempt is made to compensate a4 man 
who has been unjustly attacked in the courts, 
or who has been compelled to bring n suit 
against a person who has ‘absolutely no de- 
fense. If Smith will pay $% into the County 
Treasury and hire a lawyer to draw up papers 
for him he can begin a suit against Jones. The 
alleged reason for the suit may be utterly 
worthless, nevertheless Jones has to defend 
himself, and to do it he has to hire a lawyer. 
Smith may drop his action, or it may cume to 
trial and the verdict be against him. In 
neither case 1s he obliged to compensate 
Jones for the expense and trouble to which he 
has put him. Yet no one will claim that 
courts are created in order that one man may 
harass another with unjust suits. 

What objection can there be then to ddopt- 
ing the New York practice in Illinois?) The 
only one which will be made will be that as 
the matter is left to the diseretion of the 
Judge he may make a mistake occasionally, 
and award costs where he should not. That 
is possible, although the probabilities are that 
he would use his power too sparingly.| But 
supposing he were to make a mistake now 
and then. The present system is one perpetual 
mistake and wrong. As perfection is impos- 
sible in human affairs the best that can be 
done is to substitute for a system under which 
injustice is constantiy being done one where 
perhaps injustice may vccasionally occur, 

If those who now begin suits without cause 
knew that they would have to smart for it, 
and would have to pay at least a part of the 
expenses of those they had unjustiy farced 
into court, they would not be so prompt to be- 
gin inequitable litigatton. If persons or cor- 
porations that, relying on their own wealth 
and the poverty of those who have jast claims” 
against them, force those ciaimants to go to 
the courts for redress, knew that they would 
finally have to pay a good share of the ex- 


penses to which they had put their opponents, | 


they would not be as ready as they are now to 
weary them cut by the law’s delays and com- 
pel them to accept unfair compromises. . 

It is not necessary for the Legislature to 
wait for a new Constitution to carry out 4 re- 
form like this. It can carry it out without 
difficulty under the present one, if the lawyers 
in the General Assembly see fit. Only those 
lawyers who thrive because of the present 
multiplicity of suits which lack merit will 
oppose this plan to improve the practice of 
the law in IIlinou. 
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OBJECTS TO THE METRIC SYSTEM. . 

A deputation recently paid a visit to Sir 
William Harcourt, the British Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, asking him to favor the intro- 
duction of the decimal system into British 
trade transactions affecting money, weights, 
and measures. The Chancellor spoke ad- 
versely to the request, which is understood to 
have contained a reminder that 960 farthings 
make a pound, so that the change in money 
would involve an alteration of bot 4 per cent 
in adopting the decimal system. He said the 
pound sterling cannot be altered in value; for 
it 1s the fixed star of the commercial system. 
Some one had spoken ot the shilling (tweaty 


of which make a pound) as the unit with 


which the poor man has to deal, but that is 
not so. His unit is the penny (four far- 
things), and that does not lend itself to the 
decimal system. To change the value of the 
penny by 4per cent would interfere with 
nearly everything the people do. The penny 
measures meat, sugar, a glass of ale, a pot of 
beer, in fact every single thing with which 
they are concerned. If you alter the value of 
the penny you must alter the value and the 
price of every commodity with . the or- 
dinary man deals.“ 

This kind of talk seems absurd when we 
consider that the daily fluctuations of the mar- 
kets bring round changes in the cost of the 
material sold for a stated number of pennies, 
some of those changes amounting to mare 
than 4 per cent. It may be suspected that a 
reason other than the alleged one underlaid 
the refusal—namely: the fact that the change 
asked for would practically dopreciate the 
copper coinage of the kingdom by the stated 
4 per cent. But surely there would then be in 
it enough protit to the government, the rule 
being to coin the avoirdupois pound of copper 
into 24 pence, or about 48 cents, while the re- 
cent maximum value of the metal has scarcely 
been one-third of that. The present quota- 
tion is about 12 cents per pound, or 25 per 
cent of the mintage value without making al- 
lowance for cost of coinage. The government 
ought to be able to stand the little loss of 
profit the change would involve, and one 
would think that even the conservative Brit- 
isher should experienze but small difficulty in 

adapting himself to the new conditions. 

The English repugnance to a change can 
hardly be wondered at in view of the ligtle, 
progress made in the United, States towards 
the general adoption of the metric system for 
weights and measures when our people have 
had experience of its vast superiority as ap- 
plied to money. Few of us would now be 
willing to go back to the old notation of 
pounds, shillings, and pence which used to be 
the rule here asin the British Islands today, 
Yet we still insist on sixteen’ ounces to the 
pound, twelve inches to the fock, and the 
numerous other multipliers, all of which 
would be dispensed with by adopting the 


decimal notation. The metric syetem has | 


long been legalized in the United States, and 
our merchants have to figura in it when 
trading with the countries of South America, 
as with most of those on the continent of Eu- 
rope. If our government should see ite way 
c.ear to order that all its transactions be con-~ 
ducted on the decimal system, inciudmg all 
purchases and contracts, the way would be 


open for the people to become familiar with 


it, and its general adoption might be u ques-

“This movement towards Great 
Britain, representing an influx of not less 
than fourteen million dollars, is quite unique 
in the monelary history. of our times. 
order to find a precedent we must go back to 
the year 1879, when for tho first time the 
yellow metal flowed back from India to- 
wards England im large volume.” Also China 
sent $11,000,000 last year, against only 
half as much in 1891, and from Spain and 
Portugal England took about $5,000,000, Ap- 
parently about $8,000,000 was taken from the 


‘monetary circulation ofthe United States, 


These items show $30,000,000 of gold ship- 
mente, 60 that about $90,000,000 would have 
been left over in 1892 for the net production 
of the mies. In Furope, at least, the in- 
dustrial consumption of. gold has for some 
yenrs past been on the decrease, but this is 
“where a 
false monetary policy drives the more pro- 
cious metal out of the country.“ 

The world’s coinage of gold forthe six 
years ending with 1891 amounted to $673,000,- 
000, against an increase of $405,000,000 in thie 
visibie stocks of gold. Apparently this would 
mean that the monetary circulation of the 
leading countries has likewise had its full 
share of the production of the mines and other

BRITISH LABOB “ STATISTICS.” 
Fhe methods used by sume persons in the 
United States for obtaining statistical state- 
ments have been found fault with extensively. 


Incompleteness of survey, the whole being 


judged from a very, small portion, and re- 

moteness of time for which the information 
was gathered, are the chief defects objected 
to. In both of these respects it would be la- 
mentable were it possible to find an Ameri- 
can parallel to a recent statement by Mr. Gif- 
fen of the British Board of Trade, that bemg 
a statistical organization connected with the 
goverument, not a commercial body. The 
estimate is in regard to the wages and in- 
comes of the working peuple of Great Britain, 
and was given in 5 — before the Labor 
Commission. It was claimed to be the 
result of taking what was practically a 
census of wages. But the London Teonomist 
says the information cnllected by the Board 
of Trade referred to “ only thirty-eight out of 
the wultitudinous industries in Great 
Britain, that the returns relative to mining 
embrace only 16 pér cent of the total number 
of persons employed, and that though in 
other industries the proportion of workers ac- 
counted for is somewhat larger, yet in all it is 
relatively small. Besides covering only a 
small portion of the field the report is far be- 
hind time. The figures of wages are for a 
single week in October, 1886, being six and a 
half years old, And the statistics partially 
gathered for those thirty-eight occupations in 
1886 are applied to the numerical basis of five 
years previously—namely : that of the census of 
1881. 

Important changes have occurred during 
those years, in the proportion of persons en- 
gaged in the different occupations, the rate of 
wages paid, and the percentage of labor vain- 
ly seéking employment or waiting for it. 
There has been a marked advance in wages, 
and in the relative number of the empleyed, 
followed by asharp falling off in both, of 
which fact no accoant seems to have been 
taken by the statistician. It may have been 
taken for granted that the one movement just 
about offsets the other, as the number of un- 
employed was 10 per cent in 1886 against 10.2 
per cent last December. But the changes in 
the rate of compensation can hardly have 
brought round the same wage scale now that 
obtained six to seven years ago. 

The report by Mr. Giffen is little better 
than the result of a guess, and that not a very 
good one. It 1s not entitled to take a place 
in collections of statistics or to be referred to 
as evidence of the conditions of wor 
pis in tlie British islands today. And its pub- 
lication. suggests the query if that loose 
kind of work has contented the “‘ statistician ” 


in making deductions he has: givea to the 


world in other years. If.so, they are hardly 
worth the paper used for printing them and 
should not be quoted as telling things which 
the statistically inclined American reader 
wants to know.

How much better it would 
be if the two editers would pitch a twelve- 
foot rmg and fight it out to a finish under the 
Queensberry rales, and how much more enter- 
taining to the spectators if these peppery and 
disagreeable persons would settle their brawl 
in the good old-tashioned manly style. 


ALL goes well with the Liberal Home Rulers 
since Mr. Gladstone outlined the provisions 
of his bill in the House of Commons last Mon- 
day. ‘A few hours after-he had concluded his 
speech he received the news of the election of 
the Liberal candidate in the Yorkshire 
borough of Pontefract, Saturday morning, 
soon after the home rule bill had been pre- 
sented and read a first time, came the news 
of another Liberal victory in the Hexham 
division of Northumberland, Both. constitu- 
encies elected Tories at the general election in 
July. Pontefract has been Tory since 1885. 
The Liberal candidate won it Monday last on 
the home rule issue, Hexham was carried 
by the Tories in July by the free use of money. 
The successful Tory candidate, Clayton, who 
is the leader of his party in Northera 
England and the proprietor of the 
principal Tory paper in the section, 
the Newcastle Leader, was unseated for 
bribery. His brother was nominated to suc 
ceed him. The Liberals selected their de- 
feated candidate of last July, Miles Mcinnes, 
a railway director and banker. The election 


resulted in wiping out the Tory majority of | 


eighty-two and substituting a Liberal major- 
ity of 446, notwithstanding the opposition of a 
section of the labor men. This is the first 
proof that the home rule billis acceptable to 
the English masses. Scarcely less satisfactory 
to the Gladstonians was the defeat of the 


Redmondite candidate in South Meath last 


Friday. The McCarthyite member elected in 
July had been unseated on petition on account 
of clerical influence. For the vacancy Red- 
mond nominated his brother-in- law, named 
Dalton, The McUarthyites named Mr. Jor- 
dan, an Ulster Methodist, who represented 
one of the Clare divisions in the last Parlia- 
ment. Mr. Jordan has been elected and the 
Kedmond faction has been given a setback 
from which it is not likely to recover soon. 
All these are satisfactory indications from the 
home rule point of view. It appears also 
from the dispatches that the Liberals had the 
best of it during the debates of the last week. 
The home rule cause prospers. 


Tae Louisville Courier-Journal notes as an 
error the often-expressed notion that to an nex 
the Sandwich Islands would give us territory 

much farther West than any we now possess. 
Honolulu, the capital, is some 2,000 miles west 
from San Francisco, but it is nearly thirty de- 
grees east of the longitude of Attoo, trie west- 
ernmost of the Aleutian Isles, which are in- 
cluded in Alaska. Reckoning westward the 
longitude of Attoo is 187° 34 from Green- 
wich, or only about eleven hours east of it, 
counting round the other way. The reckon- 
ing of time at Attoo having been introduced 
from the West while that at the Sandwich Isl- 
ands was carried, thither from the East, any 
named day begins at the former only two 
hours before it ends at the latter. Midnight 
occurs at Attoo two hours after it occurs at 
Honolulu, but these two midnights are not be- 
ginnings of the same day of the week or 
inonth, So it may be said that if the United 
States annexes the Sandwich Islands we shail 
have in our two latest acquisitions of territory 
the two gateways of the day. We may be said 
already to possess them in the Aleutian Isl- 
ands and our Pacific coast, but the fact is not 
so striking as would be the conditions in. 
troduced by our taking in the Sandwich Isl- 
ands to form part of the United States. 


Mopgkw Greece has been described as con- 
taining an area of about 8,000 square miles, 
being less than the 21,000 comprised in an- 
cient Greece, A correspondent, writing from 
Athens, says the area now exceeds 25,000 
square miles, and the population is estimated 
at 2,500,000, being at the rate of 100 to the 
mile. The population is increasing rapidly 
both by immigration from the East and the 
natural gain of births over deaths, Men and 
women live to a great age there, 90 and even 
110 years not being at all rare, if the people 
are to be credited with telling the truth. The 
writer gravely adds that according to the Eu- 
glish neither truth nor justice can be had in 
Greece without paying high for them, which 
ought to show that they are in great demand.

Noted Berlin Financier Passes Peacefully 
to the Shadowy Land,

roeder, a well known Berlin financier died 
this afternoon at his residence in Behren- 
strasse. His last financial trarsaction was to

MORE FLOODS IN AUSTRALIA,

TWO NEW WARE VESSELS MAY BE BUILT. 


Congress Likely to Provide for Another 
Battleship and a Gunboat. 

Wasmxdrox, D. C., Feb. 19.—[Special. ]—It 
is pretty well settled that the present Congress 
will provide for at least two new vessels for 
the navy. The récommendation of the House 
Naval committee for one 1,200 ton gunboat, 
with a speed of seventeen knots, for service 
in the shallow rivers on the Chinese station, 
will undoubtedly prevail in the House. 
When the bill goes to the Senate 
the recommendation of the Naval committee 
fora battleship, a sea coast defense vessel,

Soft Coal Handlers Present Resolutions for 
a Revision of Preventive Measures. 

The Trades and Labor Assembly met yes- 
terday. Credentials of new organizations 
were received. The following resolution was 
introduced by the Coal Handlers’ Benevolent 
and Protective Union, discussed widely, and 
made the special order for a meeting of the 
assembly to be held next Sunday.at Carpen- 
ters’ Hall, No. 167 Washington street: 

Warn 4s, A society known as the Society for 
the Prevention of Smoke is conducting a legal 
warfare against tle manufacturing institutions 
of Chicago whose business needs compel them to 
use bituminous coal, and in this warfare is daily 
arresting and fining the said manufacturers, 
thereby causing or compelling said manufactur- 
ing establishments to either use alleged smoke 
consumers at high prices, which consumers fail 
totally to perform the services expected of them 
or clse to use anthracite coal, which is controlled 
absolutely by the great anthracite coal combine 
of Pennsylvania; and

Secretary Porter Disclaims Knowledge of 
the N. E. and W. Investment Company. 
Hugh Porter, Secretary of the New En- 

gland and Western Investment company, who 

with Charles P. Stone, the President of the 
company, hus been declared in contempt and 
threatened with arrest and extradition by 

Judge Tuley, said in an interview in New 

York yesterday: 

“Tt is true that I received @n order to turn 


over the books and assets of the inyestment 


company to Receiver Eastman. But I cannot 
do it, for I have not been connected with the 
company since 1886 and know nothing about 
its books or its affairs. As for its assets, I 
don’t think it has any. The whole affair was 
gotten up by a Chicago lawyer, who was ap- 
pointed receiver for the company several 

ears ago under a claim for $2,500, and for the 

ast few years he has been taking these annoy- 
ing steps off and on for the purpose of fore 
a settlement. Mr. Stone is not connecte 
with the company. He also resigned in 1886 
and knows absolutely nothing about the mat- 
ter. The present condition.of affairs is some- 
thing in which we have no interest. 

It is said that the company was originally 


an Illinois corporation and was removed to

- Civctnnati, O., Fet. 19.—The changes An 

management of the Big Four are now about 

completed. General Manager Ramsey will 


resign cad go to St. Louis to the St. Louis 


Terminal company. His office will be abol- 
ished and that of General Superintendent 
will be revived, and J. O0. Van Winkie will 
hold the position after March 1 with head- 
quarters at Indianapolis. The train collector 
system, which was adopted about a year ago, 
is to be curtailed but not abandoned.

Port Roya, S. C., Feb. 19.—The board 
testing the dynamite cruiser Vesuvius has en- 
deavored to make an important experiment 
tomorrow to-determine whether the failure to 
detonate wet gun cotton is due to an insuffi- 
cient amount of dry gun cotton or to a lack 
of the detonating quality of the primer, where- 
by the fulminate failea to germinate a first 
order explosion in the Cry guh cotton. If it 
be shown that à larger amount of dry gun 
cotton will detonate 200 pounds of wet cotton 
probably several shells will be successfully ex- 
ploded tomorrow. 


Claus Spreckels’ Great Luck. 


Money makes money. It is said of one of our 
famous although accidental multi-millionaires, 
whose income cannot be less than $5,000,000 
annually, that his expenses do not exceed 
$150,000 a year. Tho rest is added to his capital. 
To such men great opportunities come, as. for in- 
stance, in the case of Spreckels, idioticaliy called 
the sugar king. Under his manipulation the 48.— 
000 shares of the Hawaiian Commersial compan 
ran ‘down, down, vn from each unti 
Friday last 45,400 shares were sold at auction 
to him, through a clerk, at from 5 to U cents 
each. Twelves hours afterward came the news 
from the Sandwich Islands, and the stock jumped 
from 5 cents to S per share, and there you are. 
He and his money had the chance.—New York

A British Admirai exercised a peculiar privilege

They Can Be Trasted. 


If Cleveland has any inner cabinet, a sort 
of kitchen council, if he chooses to call to his 
library some one with whom he can converse 
without formality and intimacy late at night, 
these two will be the ones chosen for such as- 
sociation. He has not allied in any respect 
towards either of them; he clothes himself 
with no especial aignity when he is with 
them. Bissell feels free to call him Grover,

With ‘Bissell 
will undoubtedly round out before he is 50 
years of age. Mr. Cleveland may make him 
adudge before his term expires. With La- 
mont, however, some promise of a further 
* career is created by this appointment. 

t was with some hesitation that Lamont gives 
up a business career in New York City which 
has had some fascination for him. So far as 
permanent awards are concerned he has 
obtained more of them in the four years that 
he has been associated with the street 
railway syndicate than politics ever gave 
him. I think business circles in New 
York regard presidency of some 
of the corporations at the head of which Mr. 
Lamont is placed as quite as high an honor 
as is the post of Secretary of War. The 
emoluments are certainly greater. Lamont is 
reputed to have become a capitalist in a small 
way since he served Cleveland as private 
secretary, and his wealth is estimated at some- 
thing like $150,000. With business experi- 
ence, and a certain shrewdness in forcasting 
the influence of political events, and with no 
little skill in minor political organization La- 
mont certainly will have the opportunity during 


the next four years to stand for himself, 


and no longer be regarded as the appendage 
or fortunate servant of a greater man or of 
great capitalists... Knowing New York as 
well as he does, with the prestige of high po- 
litical honor and with the friendship of one of 
the greatest association of capitalists that we 
have, he ought to be able to do great things 
for himself politically if he so desires. 


Lincoln’s Way.

A Guard Over Mr. Blaine’s Grave. 


It has become necessary to place a guard 
around Mr. Blaine's grave at Oak Hill Cemetery 
to prevent curious people from despoiling the 
mound of its covering of flowers.

HOUSE WITH A SAD HISTORY. 


Afflictions and Bereavements Which Have 
Visited Its Inmates. 

New York Press: Mrs. Blaine may spend 
part of the winter and spring in the South. 
Mrs. Emmons Blaine and Miss Margaret 
Biaine have already sought that solitude 
which is only to be found where the crowd of 
humanity is thickest, and in a quiet hotel on 
lower Fifth avenue their bereavement is se- 
cure from intrusion. James G. Blaine Jr. re- 
mains in Washington alone, with the servants, 
in the famous old mansion with the sad his- 
tory, which his father purchased two years 
ago and in which he spent bis last days, 

It was once a fashionable boarding-house, 
and accommodated such celebrated men as 
John C. Calhoun, who boarded there during 
his terms as Secretary ot War and Vice-Presi- 
dent; Henry Clay, who lived there while Sec- 
retary of State in the administration of Presi- 
de + Jobs Quincy Adams, and even President 
Polk, who occupied apartments in it while re- 
pairs were being made to Executive Man- 
sion. His rooms were the same as those oc- 
cupied by Mr. Blaine in his last illness, The 
Washington club, au organization of gay young 
men of the capital, next secured possession. 
On Feb. 25, 1859, Francis Barton Key, 
son of the author of the Star Spangled Ban- 
ner,” and then District Attorney for the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, was shot on the threshold 
by General Daniel E. Sickles, at that time a 
member of Congress from New York. Key 
was hurr ing from the clubhouse to answer 
the “ of a fluttermg handkerchief dis- 
played in Mrs. Sickies’ window when the 
wronged husband shot him through the heart. 

In the early part of President Lancoln’s ad- 
ministration Secretary of State William H. 
Seward took the house. It was in a room on the 
second floor where he lay confined to his bed 
from an accident while driving when his 
assassination was attempted by a member of 
the band of conspirators to which John Wilkes 
Booth, who shot President Lincoln, belonged. 
Mr. Seward was stabbed several times, and 
his son, Frederick W. Seward, who came to his 
assistance, today carries a scar on his head 
received from the same knife. The govern- 
ment rented the house — the war. and then 
for a number of years it stood vacant, It had 
served as the office of the Commissary Gen- 
eral of Subsistence for several years, when it 
was again Yacated, and Mr. Blaine rented it. 
He made many alterations, especially in the 
second floor, around which the grewsome 
memories seemed to him to hover. 

The Blaine took possession of the house of 
evil omen in the fall of 1889. Two months 
later Mrs. Blaine's sister, Miss Stanwood, 


which died; then Mr. Blaine’s only brother, Maj.

Blaine; next Mr. Biaine’s eldest daughter, 
Mrs. Coppinger; then his eldest and favorite 
eon, Walker Blaine, and finally his second son, 
Emmons. 

Mr. Blaine's sick chamber was not, as has 
frequently been stated, the room in which Mr. 
Seward lay when his life was attem Mr. 
Seward’s room was on the second floor, while 
Mr. Blaine occupied an apartment on the 
third floor, with windows looking toward the 
south.

EVANSTON TO SHARE IN THE EARNINGS. 


Amendment Proposed to the Pending Or- 
dinance for a Street Railway Franchise. 
An amendment to the ordinance now before 

the City Council of Evanston granting a 

franchise to the Chicago and North Shore 

Street railway company will be introduced 

Monday evening, and will probably pass. The 

amendment provides that the railway com- 

pany shall on or before the Ist day of July, 

1895, and each and every year thereafter, file 

with the City Clerk a statement in detail for 

the year preceding showing the entire length 
of road and equipment, the cost and the 
entire gross earnings of the company, 
stating the cost of maintenance of the road 
operated, giving the actual operating ex- 
penses, which shall not include salaries of offi- 
cials in excess of $10,000 per annum, and giv- 
ing the net, upon this basis, earnings per mile 
of their entire line or lines owned, leased, or 
operated. Should the net earnings of the 
company for any year exceed 10 per cent 
upon the average; actual investment per mile, 
then the company shall pay to the Treasurer 
of the City of Evanston, on or before the first 
day of July of cach and every year, all earn- 

ings over and above 10 per cent and up to 15 

per cent of the net earnings. The books and 

records of the company shall at all times be 
accessible to the City Clerk or to any author- 
ized representative of the City Council. 


Street Car Accommodations and Fares. 
Ourcaao, Feb. 15.—[Editor of The Tribune.] 
—I am pleased to see your position on the 
street car fares. Butin connection I would like 
to add a suggestion: We are all disposed and 
rightfully entitled to the same consideration 
whea we contract and pay for any commodity. 
If I contract to pay $4 more or less for a bed and 
breakfast [am not satisfied to simply have the 
bed and then be told my breakfast has been eaten 
by another, and I have already paid for both. 
My more fortunate neighbor has received both for 
the same price. Nor do I think 1 should pay 5 
cents for accommodations onea street car and 
then have to hang on toa strap because there are 
not sufficient seats for ali. My neighbor pays $20 
and gets a full suit of clothes. I pay $20 and am 
given trousers and vest but no coat. As ar 
subscriber to your paper, for which I 
great respect, I would like to s 
ros agitate the subject of one-half fare 
r half accommodation, 5 cents for full accomo- 
dations, and 2% cents for standing room. It is 
evident that the street car companies are gradual- 
8 upon our rights. For example 
e North Side company has altered their old 
style of cars and havea bull pen” at either 
end, not even having the seats extend the 
length of the car, so as to be able to stand a few 
more in the same space than could be crowded in 
and éeated. What are we tolexpect during the 
World's Fair? An entire removal of all seats? 
They could probably crowd a few more into a box 
car, and as long as we patiently submit I suppose 
we may expect a gradual encroachment upon our 
rights until we will all have to stand. I think. as 
a patron and subscriber of your paper, I shonld 
not be entire satisfied if I received half the 
epace paid for in your advertising columns or 
one paper a week while my neighbor received fu ll 
space and seven dailies.

“ MANITOU” RAPIDLY TAKING SHAPE. 


Will Be the Finest Steamer on the Lakes— 
Accommodations for Passengers, 

While the railroads have been making great 
preparations for the World’s Fair the lake 
lines have not been idle. The best evidences 
of this are the huge steel ribs now rising from 
the yard of the Chicago Shipbuilding company 
on the Calumet River. The steel beams were 
received from the Carnegie works at Pittsburg 
yesterday, and the-steel plates are being put 
in position as rapidly as the force of 100 men 
can do it. When the steamer slides down the 
ways into the Calumet next April it will be 
christened The Manitou.“ The capacity of 
the steamer, which is to run between Chicago 
and Sault Ste, Marie, will be equal to that of 
a daily vestibuled train. Its cost will be over 


vations have been adopted for the new boat. 


The plating, instead of ending in a rail at the 
spar deck, will be extended clear to the hurri- 
cane deck. staterooms on the spar deck 
will be in a double tier around main sa- 
loon, the outer row will be lighted by 
large deadlights through the ship’s side.

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$300,000, and in dimensions it will be 295 feet 
long, 42 feet beam, and 24% feet deep from 
spar deck, and 38234 from the hurricane deck. 
Excepting the whaleback World's Fair 
steamer, now under construction at West 
Superior, the Manitou will be the largest pas- 
senger steamer afloat on the lakes next sea- 
son. 

Unlike the other boats of the Lake Superior 
line the Manitou is intended almost exciu- 
sively for carrying passengers. Every com- 
fort, in fact every luxury, which could be 
transplanted to fresh water will be found on 
the new boat. There will be 120 staterooms, 
each fitted with marble washstands, running 
water, and electric lights. A large number of 
the staterooms will be furnished with brass 
bedsteads instead of berths. 

In general design several important inno-

deadlights at the side and an oval dome over- 
head. Aft of the main saloon will be a draw- 
ing room 20x42 feet, leading out on the spar 
deck. The hurricane deck will be the most at- 
tractive part of the boat.
